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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment raises a new issue under 1 12,1st, lack of written description, because the diseases, uterine 
and ovarian cancer, appear to be associated only with an Increase in mRNA expression compared to normal and not to any "change" in 
measured levels of ESBPIII polynucleotide levels. Because the amendment will not be entered, claims 2-4 remain rejected under 102(e) 
and claims 1 , 3 and 5 remain rejected under 112, 1^* paragragph for lack of enablement. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments concerning the enablement 
of methods of detection of uterine or ovarian cancer, where the detection of the presence is based on the measurement of a change in 
ESBPIII protein levels is not persuasive. Applicants assert that the references provided adequately rebut the Office's contention that 
without providing actual ESBPIII protein data measurements, and in view of the unpredictability of whether mRNA steady state levels are 
predictive of protein steady state levels, one of skill in the art is not enabled to practice the claimed invention to the extent it reads on using 
ESPBIII protein levels as measures of change or increase in ESBPIII levels. Applicant's argument is not found persuasive because none 
of the references appear to address the issue of the unpredictability of the correlation between mRNA measurements and protein 
measurements. 
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
